Cars pass on either side, 
turn around in the middle of the 
Street (if it is wide enough), cut 
across in front of another car, and 
in inany instances make as much 
as fifty miles an hour in congest- 
ed traffic, But they claim few 
accidents and we did not see many 
bent or bruised fenders or bumpers,

years. A few late model cars are 
to be seen. In addition to the 
Street cars there ave quite a num- 
ber of motor busses. All of these 
liave small bodies mounted on Ford 
or Chevrolet chassis—regular 114 
ton capacity. These busses hard- 
ly ever stop for the collection of 
passengers unless it happens to be 
at a crossing where there is a 
traffic signal light. The passenger 
usuully catches on while it is mov- 
ing. Speaking of traffic signals, 
the lights ave operated by the cop 
and he changes the light as often 
as the occasion demands, On sev-

The climate in Cuba is very de- 
lightful. The temperature aver- 
ages 77 the year round. We dal 
not suffer from heat at all; fact 
is, it Was much cooler there than 
al home. The houses do nol have 
windows or screens because there 
are no flies, mosquitoes, gnats or 
other insects on the island. All 
windows are provided with shut- 
ters similar to blinds for the pur- 
pose of keeping out the rain, At 
the hotel there was always a de- 
lightful breeze,

We did not inquire into the eco- 
nomic ills of the republic but judg- 
ing from the great crowds in the 
parks and on the streets at all 
times of the day, there must be 
many unemployed.

Generally speaking, the people 
of Cuba cannot be surpassed for 
their courteousness. Spanish is the 
prevailing language spoken, but in 
every store or shop at least one 
clerk can speak English, They 
are anxious for the tourist trade 
and will spend plenty of time try-; 
ing to sell their wares. We did a 
little shopping but did not find 
many bargains. Many of the things 
that we thought would be cheap 
there can be bought much cheaper 
in the States. Most of the stores 
will charge higher prices because 
they think all Americans have 
plenty money. Even in buying a 
few souvenirs you have to be very 
careful,

We were told that there were 
7,000 bars in the city of Havana 
Even with that number and a big 
party of dry Alabamians, very few 
imbibed too freely. The manager 
of the hotel remarked to the presi- 
dent of the association that out of 
approximately 450 there was one 
drunk. Due apologies were offer- 
ed, but the hotel man let it be 
known that he was congratulating

Many of the business establish- 
ments are as modern as can be 
found in any city. Practically all 
of these stores close their doors 
from 12:00 o'clock to 2:00 o'clock 
each day in order for the clerks 
to have a rest period. Then at six 
o'clock all stores close for the day. 
©. course this does not apply to 
restaurants and refreshment par- 
lors.

In our travels we have visited 
many cities much larger than Ha= 
vana, but we have not yet seen 
one where they had more natural 
beauty. The tropical gardens, re- 
ferred to as the Hollywood of Cuba, 
is indeed a spot of beauty and en- 
chantment. Not only at this spot 
but throughout the city, the flow- 
ers and trees are all that a flower 
lover could wish for. There are 
parks galore and in each and every 
one of these, native plants and 
flowers grow in profusion. In al- 
most every block will be found a 
monument erected to the memory 
of some great leader in the Cuban 
Republic, These monuments, or 
most of them, are carved out of 
choice marble and in quality of 
material, design, ete., will equal 
any to be found in any part of the 
world.

Beginning yesterday, July 1st, | 
& new mail service has been in- 
augurated for Elba, New Brock. 
ton, Wnterprise and Daleville, and | 
in the future there will be two! 
mail routes serving this territory 
instead of the one route which has 
been in operation for the past sev- 
eral years, One of the new routes | 
will be a short one operating be- | 
tween Elba and Ozark and the 
other a long route operating be- 
tween Troy and Ozark by way of | 
Elba, New Brockton, Wnterprise | 
and Daleville, | 

Clyde Harris, carrier for the past 
Several years on the route between | 
Wnterprise and Troy, will be car-| 
rier on the short rotite, and has 
moved back to Elba to reside at 
his home on Smith Avenue, Mr. | 
Harris’ schedule will be as follows; | 

Leave Elba at 2:45 a.m., making: | 
stops at New Brockton and lénter- 
prise, and going direct from Bn- | 
terprise to Ozark. On the return 
trip he will serve Daleville, Entev- 
prise, New Brockton, and will get 
back to Elba about 6:30 a.m, 

The other route will be handled 
by a Mr, Tatum, who will leave 
Troy at 9:30 a.m,, stopping at Jack, 
Elba, New Brockton, Enterprise, 
Daleville, and terminating at 
Ozark, He will remain in Ozark 
until about 5:00 p.m., when he will 
make the return trip, serving all 
points named above, reaching 
Elba about 6:00 p.m., and then | 
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on to Troy. | 

The changes in the service were | 
worked out by Postal authorities 
after several months of study and | 
inspection, and they are of the 
opinion that local service will be! 
improved, It is also stated that | 
about $500.00 per year will be} 
saved in the expense of handling | 
the mail with the two new routes. 

Local postoffice employees do 
not express themselves as to the 
change, rather waiting until the 
new service has been given a thor- 
ough try-out. It was announced 
however, that out-going mail will 
be dispatched at the Elba office at 
the following hours: 10:00 a.m.,

a child tired or irritable, prevent 
gain in weight and reduce resis- 
tance to disease, 

3. That defective eyesight, aa 
such, is not always noticeable in 
small children but reveals itself in 
reddened and watery eyelids, per- 
sistent headaches, strained posture, 
nausea, or irritability. As some 
one has playfully and somewhat 
humorously said: ‘No child can 
be optimistic with misty optics.” 

4. That poor posture may cause 
abdominal, chest or limb pains, 
and backache, 

5. That hearts impaired from 
acute illness cannot be replaced or 
re-made, but the doctor can advise 
ways to live and play within lim- 
itations and to prevent further 
injury. 

6. That imperfect hearing need 
not always be permanent; correc- 
tions are sometimes possible if 
treatment is begun early. 

7. That overweight or under- 
weight, while sometimes normal 
for certain families, usually indi- 
cates faulty nutrition or endocrine 
defects, either of which may be- 
come a serious handicap in later 
life. 

8. That mental or so-called 
“nervous defects,” if present, may 
prove to be the greatest obstacles 
of all to the child. Most minor 
ones are easily corrected, however, 
and major ones can almost always 
be improved. 

When your “Johnny” struts off 
to tackle his job this Septembér, 
will he be equal to it? Not if his 
eyes have to strain to see black- 
board or book; not if his ears can 
hear his teacher only when she 
speaks “in a high voice; not if 
his teeth ache from neglect, or 
his “tummy” aches from a dozen 
combined causes; not if physical 
defects are dragging him down 
Rather, he should start to school 
a veritable dynamo of energy. If 
he is perfectly normal he will. 

Then school will not be a daily 
grind, something to be endured, 
and shirked if possible, but where 
he will make the most of his 
education.

VEGETABLES FARMERS 
MAY PLANT IN JULY) 
AUBURN, Ala.—Many vegeta- 
bles may be planted by Alabama 
farmers during July, advises Prof. | 
L. M. Ware, head of the horticul- 
ture and forestry department of | 
the Alabama Polytechnic Institute, | 
Irish potatoes, collards, cabbage, | 
beets, carrots, tomatoes, beans, 
lima beans, okra, corn, peas, kale, | 
mustard, and turnips are some of | 
those listed by Professor Ware in| 
stressing the importance of plant- 
ing these crops this year because 
of the serious damage done earlier 


vegetables by the drouth this 
spring, Full information on how} 
to succeed with each of these | 
crops this summer may be obtain- | 
ed from county farm and home} 
demonstration agents. 


fessor Ware as follows: 

1. Select if possible a moist but | 
well-drained productive 
land, 


weeds and grass; however, deep 
preparation must be avoided if un-| 
due drying of the soil is to be es- 
caped. Therefore, planting should 
be done with the least possible 
disturbing of the soil if the land 
is free of weeds. 

8. Double quantities of most 
seed should be planted in summer 
as in spring, and seed should be 
planted deeper. The soil should be 
firmly packed about the seed and 
little loose soil left above the pack- 
ed soil to prevent excessive loss 
of moisture and crusting. 

4. Seed planted during summer 
months should usually be planted 
on flat beds or in shallow furrows 
rather than on high beds. 

5. A very good fertilizer for 
most vegetables consists of 800 
pounds per acre of a 6-8-4 grade 
or 800 pounds per acre of a 4-8-4 
with 150 pounds per acre side ap- 
plication of nitrate. Fertitizers 
should be put in a furrow under 
the seed and well mixed with the 
soil. Seeds should never come in 
direct contact with fertilizers.
